Three Fatalities 
So Far In 1968 


Last year Upland won a safe- 
ty award for no fatalities in 
traffic accidents, This year we've 
had three and one near fatality 
which happened last Wednesday 
morning and if the condition of 
the patient continues as ‘‘poor,’ 
we may have a fourth fatality of 
the year, and the second to oc- 
cur in September, 


Thege fatalities have happened 
eo far at Grove and Foothill 
bouevard, where a man was killed 
by an auto; Benson and Foothill 

re @ man was killed by an au- 
to; Mountain and 15th at, wherea 
child was killed b by a motorcycle; 
and the last, Wednesday, at Bu- 
clid and 19th St, where a woman 
was hit by an auto, She may not 
live, Police Sergeant Howard 
Seay of the Upland Police De- 
partment was interviewed this 
week about the situation, He said 
no one knows why we've had so 
many fatalities, but there does 
seem to be more traffic conges- 
tion in the city and this leads to 
impatient drivers and pedestri- 
ans, 

So far this year 3,514 traffic 
citations have been issued by 
the Upland Police Dept, These 
are violations that could cause 
serious accidents, 

But, it isn’t always the mo- 
torist who gets a citation, A few 
have been given to pedestrians 
and bike riders sometimes get 
them, 

What can be done to help the 
gituation? The people can be 
aware, said the Sgt., of the con- 
gested a conditiors in the 
city, especially along E’iclid ave~ 
nue which conne.:te witn the free- 
way and Foothil. boulevard which 
ig a major arterial highway, 
and they can take time to be 
more courteous to the other 
driver, 

The pedestrian can be aware 
that cars keepir.z within the speed 
limit are somrtimes going too 
fast to stop on short notice, Or, 
to see the pedestrian hidden be- 
hind a car, The pedestrian has 
the right to use the crosswalk, 
but the responsibility to use it 
ores He should not jaywalk, 

and should be aware that an un- 
marked crosswalk is only desig- 
nated as one that follows a side- 
walk, Otherwise, it is not a 
crosswalk and the person is jay- 
walkin 

Fin ally, the bike rider can keep 
his bike in good repair, observe 
the courtesy of the road, and moat 
of all not playfully wirligig around 
cars who are passing him, Some 
bike riders treat the street as a 
playground, 

As the town grows, we'll have 
more traffic congestion and it is 
the responsibility of both the 
pedestrian and motorist to be 
courteous and obey tr: traffic 
laws, 

The police department has a 
continuous traffic safety program 
in the schools which has proven 
effective. The schools cooperate 
by insisting no one ride his bike 
to shool until he has reached the 
fourth grade and has been through 
a safety training session, High 
School Driver Education pro- 
grams teach traffic safety as 
well as driving and good driving 
habits, 

The traffic safety program is 
also available to any club or or- 
ganization in the area at any 
time, said Sgt. Seay, ““We'll go

Have any idea of what 
it would cost today to es- 
tablish an 80-acre vine- 
yard of Thompson seed- 
less grapes for tabie use7 

Approximately $82,640 
through the first three 
years--not counting the 
cost of the land, Ten years 
ago the cost would have 
been about $70,640, 

“This is just another 
example of the cost-price 
squeeze in agriculture,” 
says the Council of Cal- 
ifornia Growers which 
obtained the figures from 
cost studies by the Uni- 
versity of California Ag- 
ricultural Extension Ser- 
vice, 


“For, while the costs of 
production have continued 
to soar, the prices re- 
ceived by oo have 
remained almost static. 

According to the Fed- 
eral-State Market News 
Service, the prices re- 
ceived by growers of 
Thompson seedless table 

rapes during the Sep- 
fember 8-14, 1968 period 
ranged from $2.50 to 
$3.50 per box. The aver- 
age of prices received 
during the same period 
for the years 1959 through 
1968 varied from $2.60 to 
$3.40 per box, 


During the first two 
years of developinga 
vineyard, the grower of 
table grapes can expect 
to sell no fruit at all. 
Some fruit can be har - 
vested during the third 
and fourth years, but most 
vineyards do not come 
into full production until 
the fifth and sixth years.

times the logarithm of the 
normal number of annual de- 
gree days.” 

If you can’t fit that into 

your budget, maybe, as the 

all Street Journal suggests, 
you'll be better off not retir- 
ing. Our mind boggles.

To cure cancer, a radi- 
ation dose must be of suf- 
ficiently high voltage to 
destroy cancer cells, but 
not so high as to inflict 
serious damage tonormal 
tissue surrounding or ov- 
erlying the cancer, Can- 
cers at superficial sites 
such as the mouth and 
the skin can be effective- 
ly treated with low-en- 
ergy x-ray, while inter- 
nal organs can be reached 
only by high-energy x- 
ray. In recent years, su- 
pervoltage x-ray equip- 
ment has been developed 
which makes it possible 
for penetrating rays to 
reach their target with 
minimal scattering of ra- 
diation elsewhere in the 
body. 

One of the most im- 
pressive triumphs of ra- 
diation in the treatment 
of cancer has been the 
experience with localized 
Hodgkin’s disease, In 
more than 50 per cent of 
patients with the malig- 
nancy of the lymph nodes, 
the disease has been com- 
pletely controlled for 
periods exceeding 15 
years, as the result of 
treatment with large 
doses of x-ray, 

Any consideration of 
the treatment of cancer 
must come to terms with 
what is meant by “‘cure’’ 
in relation tothis disease, 
Doctors tend to be very 
conservative about desig- 
nating a cancer as cured, 
When they do so, they 
usually mean that the pa- 
tient has had no sign of 
the disease for five or 
more years after diag- 
nosis and treatment, 

Some cancers which 
seem to be under control 
do flare up again and so 
most physicians recom- 
mend lifetime follow-up 
for cured cancer patients.

VERSUS DOG CATCHER 

What are the distinctions between.a “Humane Of- 
ficer’’ and a ‘“‘dog catcher’’? 

Badge Diaz, who proudly carries the official title 
of State Humane Officer, 18 years of service with the 
Pomona Valley Humane Society, has provided us with 
his thoughts on this subject, 

Mr. Diaz said that the qualifications of a Humane 
Officer have to come from a source closely ass oci- 


ated with the functions of the department, 

“There has to be; the curiosity of the cat, meek- 
ness of the lamb, slyness of the fox, strength of the ox, 
loyalty of the dog, memory of the elephant, stubborn- 
ness of the mule, and the sense of the horse, He must 
be swift as an athlete, as tactful as a diplomat, always 
showing kindness toward all living things. Try not to 
exhibit fear of animals and realizing that being bitten 
is part of the job, To be sympathetic with all persons 
and using psychology in bringing about a satisfactory 
solution, Have the ability to stand face toface with un- 
favorable comments and undue criticism and maintain 
a cheerful attitude, realizing that he is being courte- 
ous and yet knowing he will be firm enough to ac- 
complish the purpose of the department, Be able to 
shoulder the jokes and the ridicule of the name of the 

wherever he goes, He realizes his importance in 
public health work and its program, These qualities 
applied daily, in a conscientious manner are what 
separates the Pomona Valley Humane Officer from 
the dog catcher,””

ONTARIO -- News sto- 
ries about records being 
broken at Ontario Inter- 
national Airport are not as 
surprising as they were a 
year ago, but record 
marks continue to fall at 
the local facility, 

The latest statistic to be 
surpassed is the number 
a takeoffa and landin 
handled monthly by ¢ 
FAA control tower at On- 
tario International Air- 


rt. 

‘During July 1968, our 
Air Traffic ontrollers 
handied 17,225 opera- 
tions,”’ said Louis D, Mit- 
chell, Chief, Combined 
Station and Tower, FAA, 
“The previous record was 
attained in March 1968 
with 15,563 takeoffs and 
landings ,"” he said, 

During July 1967, the 
number of operations 
logged by the local con- 
trol tower was 11,506, 

Surprisingly enough, 
increased air carrier op- 
erations at OIA are not 
the reason for the surge 
in total rations, Mit- 
chell attributes the new 
record to an increase in 
general aviation (private 
aircraft) activity. 

Air carrier traffic w- 
ually builds up so gradu 
ally that “it is not noticed,’’ 
Mitchell said, “Of course, 
Cable Commuter Air- 


lines and Pacific South- 
west Airlines have added 
to the to the total oper- 
ations,’ he added, 

Cable Commuter initi- 
ated service from Ontario 
in October 1967, PSA ini- 
tiated service from On- 
tario in June 1968, Weat- 
ern Airlines has been 
serving Ontario since 
1949, Air West (former- 
ly Bonanza Airlines) has 
been serving Ontario 
since 1955, 

Alternate rations, 
when Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport ls closed 
by coastal fog and air 
carriers are diverted to 
Ontario, are included in 
the monthly summary of 
operations, ‘‘There were 
no major diversions from 
Los Angeles to Ontario 
during the month of July 
this year,’’ Mitchell said, 
“The new record stands 
on normal operations,”’ 

Records are made tobe 
broken and the FAA Sta- 
tion and Tower Chief 
doesn’t have much hope of 
@ iong stay for the oper- 
ations record, ‘‘I don’t 
think this new record will 
stand for long,” he said, 
“because of gradual in- 
creases in air carrier op- 
erations and the growing 
popularity of general avi- 
ation and executive (busi- 
ness) flying.’’
